Colonel Bryan said that while he 
had no diraet l^ormation it was 
his opinion wat w war time ban 
against the saloon would not be lifted 
before January, when the national 
amiendment goes into effect. He said 
that the defeat of the amendment 
would be t£iken b*?">teJJWets" as an 
indication that tlte''niBWbition wave 
bad reached its crest and was re- 
ceding.

As in the cases of the other sub- 
committees, the K^nch/ explorers 
failed to uncover the expected cam- 
paign material, and their methods 
have excited the derision and de- 
nuniation of several of their own 
party organs.

Representative Bland in the various 
statements he has given out since his 
arrWal in the United States drew 
particular attention to the disposal of 
property for |400,000,000 which he 
valued at |1,700,000,000. He neglect- 
ed to state that much of this pro- 
perty cost the United States nothing, 
having been captured from the Ger- 
mans. A conunission consisting of 
ox-Senator Hollis of New HtMnpshire; 
Gen. Charles G. Dawes of Chicago, 
and ex-Judge Parker of Texas, valued 
this property at one billion dollars. 
Of this amount |200,000,000worth was 
disposed of to other nations, and the 
remainder sold to the French govern- 
ment for 1400,000.000 under a blan- 
ket contract, the JYench assuming all 
American liabilities in connection with 
the occupation of more than 165,000 
tracts of land, and also agreeing, to 
feed and generally support all Ameri- 
can troops dnrink the entire time 
they remained in Fence. It most ^• 
so be remembered that mneh of the 
property sold to the French consisted 
of Duilcungs wUch eonld not be other- 
wisesuccMsfolly or profitably dis- 
posed of.
